BOSTON (CP)—A new and 
revolutionary concept concerning 
the cause of infantile paralysis 
which, if accepted, will entirely 
revise future treatment of one 
of mankind's most elusive killers 
was reported Friday by Dr. E. C. 
Rosenow, Mayo Foundation hac- 
teriologist

Discussing two reports he made 
to the Federation of American 
Societies for Experimenta] Biol- 
ogy, the Minnesota scientist said: 

“Up to now, the treatment of 
Infantile paralysis has been dif- 
ficult because tnvestigators were 
attempting to attack a@ ‘virus’- 
an oorsanism that eludes even 
the® microscope—byt the present 
study indicates the attack now 
may be turned on a visible germ 
which can itself be grown experi- 
mentally and employed In meaa- 
ures of treatment,” 

He said he had been able to 
produce typical symptoms of in- 
fantile paralysis in monkeys by 
injecting a materia] derived dj- 
rectly from streptococcus germs, 
and said the powerful electron 
microscope had revealed in the 
injection material organisms that 
he definitely identified as minute 
forms of the streptococcus,

A® ‘FURTHER EVIDENCE OF BRITISH 
Columbia's desire to assist the nation’s 
war effort to the fullest possible extent, 
Premier Hart, with the unanimous approval 
and consent of his colleagues in the provin- 
cial coalition ministry, has offered to the 
Dominion the entire oi] and natural re- 
sources of the Peace River area within its 
boundaries for exploration and development 
—free from royalties and taxes for the dura- 
tion of the struggle and for one year there- 
after. When that time shall have expired, 
the province will expect to collect the usual 
royalties from all wells in production, «id 
fro! such others as drilling operations may 
e@onvert into producers at a later date, 

It should be noted that the whole of the 
area in question is now under reserve; and 
while the government has been approached 
by several large private interests in recent. 
weeks, Mr. Hart informs the Prime Minister 

*in his communication already dispatched to 
Ottawa that he and his colleagues decided, 
having regard for the existing shortage of 
oil and gasoline, to place the territory. and 
its potential fuel-resources at the disposal 


of the Dominion administration before en- | 


tertaining offers from corporations desirous 
of undertaking exploration, work. 

This gesture on the part of the govern- 
ment of this province is a most commend- 
able one. Not only is it timely in view of 


an oil situation which is caysing—eoncern | 


throughout the continent—aggravated by 
the almost daily sinkings of tankers jn At- 
lantic coast waters—but it also rounds out 
the assurance Mr. Hart gave to Prime Min-

“ministers hope and expect an over- 
whelming majority of the Canadian people 
will vote on April 27 to release the govern- 
ment “from any. obligation. arising..out of 
any past commitments restricting the 
methods of raising men for military serv- 
ice.” It is no longer a question of whether 
Mr. King should have sought Instructions 
from Parliament instead of submitting his 


case to the people, the procedure followed | 


is aimed at the preservation of national 
unity in a land threatened with dissension 
in respect of a basic war policy. Those who 
want to-serve Canada’s best interests can 
use every medium available to get out the 
vote~-and insure the granting of the gov- 
ernment’s request. And it may be assumed 
Mr. King. and his ministers will utilize the 
Easter recess. to emphasize their wishes. 


Nothing should’ be left to chance; this vote | 


, should be treated'with the same importance 
as a general election. As the Winnipeg 
Free Press quite properly points out: 

“The event calls not for an occasional 
speech by our leaders. It demands | in- 
cessant campaigning, above all in those 


parts of the countr? where a negative | 


opinion now prevails. The only part of the 
country where there is real organization of 
the negative voters is in Quebec and, while 
the rest of the country cannot be ignored, 
it is in Quebec that the efforts of the mem- 
bers of the government should be concen- 
trated. It is on the issue involved in the 
plebiscite that there is a major difference 
of opinion in Canada, as between Quebec 
and the other eight provinces. It is there- 
fore -of-prime importance that the govern-. 
ment leave no stone unturned in the attempt 
to bring. the masg of the French-speaking 
Canadians into line with their English- 
speaking fellow-citizens. Only .thus can 
national unity be restored. Only thus can 
we recreate the genuine and happy comrade- 
ship that marked Canada’s entry into the 
war, .. . But action by public men of every 
description must be backed up-by the gen- 
- eral public in every city, town and hamlet 
in the Jand. The time to work effectively 
is short. But it is not too short to insure 
a happy ending to this episode in the develop- 
ment of our war policy, nor should any 
obstacles. be allowed to stand in the way 
of effecting the reunion of our people.”

“In-a time of crisis such ds Engiand has not 
known. since 1066, Dr. Temple is the right 
man to head the Church. He was one of the 
very few British leaders bold enovigh and 
clear-sighted enough to denounce the sur- 


condemned Neville. Chamberlain’s appease- 
ment policy as ‘sheeg opportunism,’ and pro- 
posed calling a ‘Congress of Europe’ to dis- | 
cuss orderly treatment of the problems of | 
World War 1 treaty revision.” Popular among 
Noncomformists and members of the Estab- 
lished Church alike, the new Primate is ex- 
pected to become president of the recently- 
formed British Counci} of Churches, and he 
is on record as saying that “if it ever appears | 
that Establishment is the bar to the union of 
the Church in this land, I shal] start an | 
agitation for Disestablishment.” | 
Dr. Temple learned a good deal about 
the “under dog” and his problems while he 
was a member of the British Labor Party— 
prior to becoming Bishop of Manchester in | 
1921. And it is confidently expected he will 
play a more important part in post-war | 
reconstruction than any other ecclesiastic; 
not only because of his immense learning, 
but’ because he has the complete confidence 
of the plain man, Dr. Cyril Garbett, his| 
suceessorto~ the Archbishopric’ 6f York, in- 
cidentally, hates dictators and slums, and 
as early as 1933 warned Britain ‘to arm 
against the Nazi threat. One of these days | 
we may see more of the meaning of Mr, 
Churchill's elevation of “Dr. “Temple; Dr. 
Garbett, Sir Stafford Cripps and other pro- 
gressives—perhaps before very long.

But Bligh and his band-had a | 
boat, and for a time, at least, they had 
|fairly adequate provisions. In their ad 
venture, the three naval fliers had only a 
rubber raft which they inflated after they 
came down on the ocean. They had no food 
}or water, and had to get their living from 
the..sea; while-using-two shoes as paddies 
to work their way toward4tand. Water they 
secured by mopping the rain from their 
raft with their underclothes, and then-squeez- 
ing the garments. 

“These shipmates three, on numerous oc- 
casions had to think fast, or perish. On the 
seventh day, one stabbed a shark with a 
lknife. “We ripped the shark open with 
| pliers,” the expedition’s officer said. “We | 
had read about vitamins in shark's liver, so 
ate that first. It was very good, We also 
ate two sardines found in the shark's 
stomach with a great dea) of relish,” fyinet 
sharks were also caught. ; 

On their 34th day on the sea, they paddled 
their raft furiously toward shore, although 
they were a bit groggy. Their courage and 
the benign role played by the sharks and 
their “livers, has made possible the writing 
of another inspiring chronicle of war ad- 
venture. ’

CURIOUS CRUSADE ; 
M* GOOD FRIEND, Elmore Philpott, is 
out crusading again. He is a—born 
crusader and never happy unless he ts 
advocating a difficult. cause, for which I 
honor him. At the moment he is crusading 
for the appointment of General McNaughton 
as Prime Minister of Canada. This I should 
consider a highly difficult cause (which even 
General.MeNaughton has. shown. no. sign-of 
supporting) and a very doubtful cause. 

Not long ago I had a talk with General 
McNaughton and formed the impression that 
he was a remarkable man, obviously a 
great soldier and a master of weapons and 
their production such as may not exist 
elsewhere in the armies of the United Na- 
tions. But I am not aware that General Mc 
Naughton has shown any compelling qualtfi- 
cations or any desire for the post of Prime 
Minister, He may have them, but they are 
unknown to the public, and were he to enter 
politics we should lose our best general, who 
may be badly needed before this year is out. 

Since these is no sign that the General 
intends at the moment to enter politics, we 
should consider the Philpott Plan rather as 
an abstract question, and as a symptom of 
a strange view concerning prime ministers 
and governments, The view js that some.

he seldom does rise when you need him and,

Sassafras Tea Next? 


Sassafras bark and varfous fra- 
grant-leaved, herbs may soon 
make a bid for. the favor of North 
American housewives, as they 
did at their great-grandmothers’ 
tealess tea-tables, and again in 
Pioneer cabins beyond the reach 
of easy transportation. Interfer- 
erce with the tea ships from Cey- 
lon would cause a serious short- 
age on this continent. 

Sassafras does not grow natur- 
ally in British Columbia, forestry 
department-officials- said- today. 
Some is growing for ornamental 
purposes, but not enough to pro 
duce any quantity of tea. 

Sassafras. grows in southern 
Ontario and in other temperate 
regions of eastern North America. 

“If it grows in southern On- 
tario it could be grown here,” a 
forestry official said. 

There are many herbs in B.C. 
that make good medicinal tea. 

“Some people make tea out of 
fireweed and they say it tastes 
delicious—and it's good for the 
kidneys, too,” ‘said the official. 


EXOTIC 


.. Even’ when uninterrupted sail- 
ings brought tea to early North 
American harbors the pioneers 
did not depend entirely on 
this exotic delicacy. They trea- 
sured varied stores of dried herbs 
and barks and were able to tickle 
guests’ palates with a wider 
Tange of flavors than their de- 
Seendants can offer. Mulberry 
flowers, raspberry leaves and an 
array of plants now almost for. 
gotten, like Oswego tea, New Jer- 
sey tea and Labrador tea, all had 
‘their proper place in the well- 
sto early North’ American 
cupboard. 

To be sure, many of them were 
considered medicines. But then, 
iso were tea and coffee and even 
Sco at first. 

The frontier between medicine 
md beverage after al) is ‘not a 
‘p one. Some of the herbs do 


have medicinal properties and are 
still listed in the pharmacopeia, 
but on the whole their action as 
| drugs is 80 mild, even so vague, 
| that they probably served chiefly 
as pleasant ways of smuggling 
quantities of hot water into the 
| system. 
Some of these native North 

American tea plants, notably sas- 
| safras, achieved favor in England. 
Several of the early exploring 
voyagers brought back cargoes 
| of sassafras roots-as-a profitable 
commodity. In one of his most 
charming essays, Charles Lamb 
tells of providing treats of sassa- 
fras tea. to young London chim- 
neysweeps. 
BARK IS USED 

The part -used~is-the bark of 
the roots peeled off and dried. 

In the south there is another 
shrub or small tree that may 
come to figure more or less seri- 
ously in the Worth American bev- 
erage. It is a near felative of 
| holly, known regionaffy as yau- 
| pon. Because its leaves have a 
| relatively high content of caffein 
‘| it was considered seriously as a 
commercial possibility during the

Thomas,-paused briefly at 
Wake, raised a flag, casually an- 
nexed the atoll to the U.S. From 
then on, the name of Wake ap 
peared fréquently in the logs of 
American military vessels, 

Six months later, Commander 
Edward D, Taussig, US.N, 
stopped the U.S.S, Bennington at 
Wake, passed several days there, 
did a somewhat more thorough 
job of annexation than hts pre- 
decessor. A flagpole was erected, 
a U.S. flag. nailed to the staff, an 
inscribed sheet of brass placed at 
its foot. 

For years, the only ships to 
visit the island were U.S, Army 
troop transports which stopped 
periodically on their way to and 
from the Philippines, left caches 
of emergency supplies for any 
castaways who might be wrecked 
there or come in distress to the 
island. Invariably, between these 
military visits the emergency 
supplies mysteriously disap 
peared, It was finally discovered 
that they were being takeh by 
Japanese fishing expeditions, 
some of which had erected tem- 
porary shacks on Wake.

The ship he sailed on en- 
countered such terrible storms 
that it was in need of Tepairs, 
but managed to make Bermuda.

Before Sheep Shearing, | 


The Canadian wool clip has as 
sumed added importance in the 
light of recent war developments 
and it is now more essential than 
ever before that’ Canadian wool 
growers do their utmost not only 
to increase their production, but 
also to handle their wool in such 


a manner that the percentage Of | 


defective grades will be reduced 
in’ order that the clip may be en 
hanced in value and usefulness. 

The fact that all Canadian wool 
must now be marketed on 
graded basis js another good rea- 
son why extra care should be 
taken in the production and hand 
ling of this commodity if the 
grower is to realize full value for 
his product,
